Th#  ground#  ar#  prettily  laid  out  In  lawns, 
dotted  with  flowsr  bed#  and  » had  cl  by 
tree#,  ar  d  a!l  kept  in  scrupulous  good 
order.  Th#  principal  of  the  seh<*ol  l»  Mr. 
V#m«*»  L.  D#v#y,  and  the  eyatera  that  he 
has  Instituted  in  the  school  for  th#  gov- 
emment  and  Inatruction  of  the  pupils  has 
been  ftlended  with  roost  satisfactory  re- 
salts. 

The  system  of  Industrial  duration  has 
been  gradually  worked  in  the  studies  of 
this  school  for  th#  past  four  years,  and 
Haturday  th#  third  annual  exhibit  of  the 
work  done  by  the  pupil*  was  opened  to 
the  general  public.  During  the  entire 
aftemioon  t**e  various  »«-h«*ol  roo-os  sere 
flrteiJ  with  ladies  and  gentlemen,  many 
being  visitors  from  other  cities  who  had 
heardlof  the  achievement#  of  the  pupils 
In  the  school. 

The  handiwork  of  the  pupils  were  dis¬ 
played  In  each  class-rocro,  and  It  may  be 
truthftilly  said  that  the  system  of  Indus¬ 
trial  education  as  demonstrated  at  this 
school  Is  a  Huceess.  In  the  High  School 
department,  of  course,  the  work  was  the 
IrtxL 

Quite  a  new  device  for  teaching  little 
children  the  real  meaning  of  fractions  i 
gotten  up  by  Mr.  Davey  and  made  by 
fieorgp  W.  Van  Emburg,  one  of  the  pupils. 
It  I#  4  email,  flat  board,  with  pieces  of 
moulding  laid  at  intervals  on  its  face,  and 
divided  into  part#. 

l>*i  the  blackboard  was  some  crayon 
work  showing  th#  tools  that  bays  use  in 
their  work.  A  “Hero's  Fountain"  was 
sot  in  motion  while  the  reporter  was  p  ee- 
ent,  add  in  answer  to  queries  the  principal 
said  that  he  had  given  the  pupil  the  brass 
work  and  glass  tubes  and  set  him  to  woyk 
at  it.  The  boy  worked  manfully  and  *as 
successful.  .  1  he  fountain  is  supported  by 
four  thin  glass  tubes  and  is  very  fragile. 
A  quart  of  water  will  keep  it  in  operation 
for  an  hour. 

Ail  the  class-rooms  had  a  very  good 
showing  1  here  were  some  beautiful  de¬ 
signs  made  out  of  soap,  in  relief.  From 
this  part  of  the  work  much  good  has  been 
derived.  There  are  drawings  from  natu¬ 
ral  objects,  such  as  vegetables  and  things 
that  grow;  sewing,  hemming  and  stitch¬ 
ing.  tidies,  aprons  and  mats.  The  work 
of  the  scholars  in  each  room  in  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  maps  out  of  putty  upon  a  board,  In 
relief,  was  exceedingly  well  done,  as  was 
also  the  crayon  work  upon  the  black¬ 
boards  ;  there  is  also  a  good  collection  of 
mineral  specimens;  macreme  woik  and 
ami  beautiful  carvings  in  soap  of  shells 
and  natural  objects.  In  the  first  primary 
class  the  youngsters  gave  a  very  good 
exercise  in  weaving  splints  in  various  de¬ 
signs,  making  chains  out  of  paper,  and 
other  light  work. 

Mr.  Davey  said  that  in  his  entire  school 
he  had  not  an  unruly  pupil,  and  fmm  the 
infant  to  the  oldest  scholar  In  the  school 
a  deep  interest  was  manifested  in  the  les¬ 
sons,  both  practical  and  theoretical,  and 

taking  the  four  year#'  of  work  ua  »  basia, 

Mr?  Davey  said  that  it  was  a  great  success. 
It  serves  to  limiter  the  Ungers,  make  the 
brain  more  fertile  and  is  a  pleasant  relief 
from  the  gonersi  routine  of  study.  Among 
the  visitors  present  yesterday,  which 
numbered  over  400,  were  the  County  Su¬ 
perintendent  C.  M.  Davis,  Mr.  D.  W. 
Mag?e,  a  School  Principal ;  Mr.  Dougall, 
a.  Principal,  of  Newark  ;  Prof.  U.  W.  Cuttfl, 
of  Orange;  Mr.  E.  Chapman  and  several 
lady  toaihers  from  his  school;  Mr.  H. 
Pardee,  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools 
at  Long  Island,  with  a  Principal  ami  sev¬ 
eral  la<l|y  teachers  of  the  schools;  Messrs. 
Scarlett!  and  Taylor  from  the  Newark 
schools  and  others ;  teachers  from  New 
Roselle*  Montclair  and  Orange. 


The  Disposal  Works. 

The  East  Orange  Sewerage  Disposal 
Works,  on  Glen  wood  avenue,  are  now 
about  Ijeing  put  to  practical  use.  The 
grounds  outside  the  buildings  have  been 
made  attractive  and  other  land  beside 
the  site!  of  Dodd's  pond  added,  until  the 
whole  tract  now  includes  about  twenty 
acies.  The  grounds  have  been  cleared, 
filled  in  and  underdrained  to  the  depth  of 
six  feet.  The  hrowk,  which  was  formerly 
unsightly-  and  foul,  has  been  deepened, 
wideneiij  and  stoned  up,  and  its  sloping 
bank*  dre  covered  with  smooth,  well- 
trimmed  sod.  The  lam]  has  also  i»eeu 
graded  and  sown  with  grass  seed,  while  a 
tasteful  hedge  surrounds  it.  Trees  and 
shrubs  which  flourish  have  been  planted 
all  around,  flower-beds  display  their  beau¬ 
ties  and  some  sensible  employee  has 
plantisl  a  vegetable  garden.  The  houses 
which  contain  the  machinery  are  of  blue 
stone,  cemented  with  red  mortar.  They 
are  truly  picturesque  ami  would  answer 
admirably  for  a  more  poetic  purpose. 
Indeed,  $he  whole  scene  is  very  different 
from  what  one  would  expect  in  an  ordi¬ 
nary  filtering  gronnd.  The  place  has 
received  the  charming  name  of  Franklin 
Park,  probably  from  the  fact  that  it  lies 
within  Franklin  School  District.  When 
it  was  first  known  that  the  works,  were  to 
he  situated  in  that  portion  of  tile  town, 
the  inhabitants  protested  vigorously,  de. 
daring  that  it  would  injure  their  health, 
lower  the  value  of  their  land  and  render 
living  to  them  intolerable.  But  instead 
of  their  predictions  being  realized,  the 
-  park  is  considered  an  ornament  and  an 
attraction  to  all  the  country  which  sur¬ 
rounds  it. 

The  sewage  flows  from  the  main  into  a 
square  brick  conduit,  which  passes  close 
by  the  foundation  of  the  main  building. 
It  is  intersected  at  intervals  of  about  a 
ft  tot  by  halt  partitions,  which  lash  and 
churn  the  stream,  and  mix  it  thoroughly 
with  chemicals  that  flow  into  it  at  this 
point  from  vats  standing  inside  the  build¬ 
ing.  After  passing  along  this  conduit  and 
receiving  the  requisite  quantum  of  chein 
icals.  the  sewage  runs  into  a  tank,  twelve 
feet  equate  ami  sixteen  feet  deep,  called 
the  '•  sludge  well."  Here  it  remains  until 
the  chemicals  have  caused  the  greater 
part  of  the  solid  substances  to  accumulate 
on  the  bottom,  when  the  fluid  Is  drawn 
off  Into  another  building.  This  house 
contains  three  series  of  two  tanks  each, 
In  which  the  precipitating  process  just 
described  occurs  again.  By  the  time  the 
sewage  has  passed  th  rough  the  tanks  the 


liquid  matter  alone  will  flow  away,  while 
the  solid  portion#  will  reaaia.  Then  th# 
fluid  will  be  conveyed  to  different  parts  of 
the  ground,  aad  distributed  by  mean*  of 
tiles  and  lines  of  pip##.  It  will  fitter 
through  th#  earth  ami  flod  It#  way  to  th# 
brook,  ahaolutely  pure.  The  ground#  are 
said  to  be  large  enough  to  accommodate 
the  sewage  of  a  city  inhabited  by  SmM) 
peoply.  whereas  East  Orange  hold#  <*uly 
about  1 ‘2.000.  The  land  will  lie  prevented 
from  losing  its  filtering  properties  by 
turning  the  tide  at  times  from  one  section 
to  another,  and  so  allowing  each  part  in 
turn  s  season  of  disuse.  Although  some 
sewage  has  been  rdeeived  Into  the  "sludge 
well."  none  has  as  yet  been  removed  from. 
It.  The  solid  parts  of  the  sewage  will  be 
taken  from  the  well  and  the  tanks  and 
tr«wted  In  a  Johnson  filter  press,  which 
consists  of  several  layers  of  canvas  and  s 
heavy  clamD.  The  matter  come#  from 
this  press  in  the  form  of  dry.  hard  c«kee. 
which  roaks  an  excellent  fertilizer,  selling 
for  14  or  |5  per  ton.  The  great  sewerage 
system  has  been  constructed  according 
to  the  plan  and  under  the  superintendence 
of  Mr.  Carroll  Ph.  Bassett 

The  success  or  failure  of  the  enterprise 
is  awaited  with  almost  as  great  anxiety 
by  the  people  of  tr.e  surrounding  commu¬ 
nities  as  by  the  citizens  of  East  Orange, 
because  in  a  short  time  it  will  be  necessary 
for  them  also  to  adopt  some  system  of 
sewerage.  All  are  hampered  by  the  com¬ 
mon  difficulties,  arising  from  their  being 
removed  from  a  body  of  water  large 
enough  to  receive  their  sewage;  and 
should  the  East  Orange  plan  prove  satis¬ 
factory,  the  others  will  be  apt  to  profit  by 
their  neighbor’s  experiment. 

The  Hoboken  Waiting  Hoorn. 

Work  has  been  begun  on  the  new  wait¬ 
ing-room  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  A 
Western  Railroad  at  Hoboken,  and  men 
are  busily  engaged  in  throwing  in  stone 
to  make  a  solid  foundation  up  to  the  line 
of  solid  filling  established  by  the  Riparian 
Commission  on  the  river  front.  Beyond 
this  a  wharf  will  extend,  and  upon  it  will 
rest  one  end  of  the  new  depot.  The  depot 
building-  will  be  a  low  structure  built  of 
wood,  iron  and  glass,  with  a  slate  roof. 
Part  of  it  will  be  two  stories  high,  and 
will  contain  various  offices  on  the  second 
floor,  but  the  main  waiting-room  will  lie  a 
one-story  structure  twenty-four  feet  in 
height.  The  building  will  be  one  hundred 
and  sixty  feet  long  ami  ninety-four  feet 
wide,  and  will  be  divided  into  two  waiting- 
rooms.  That  through  which  passengers 
will  go  to  reach  the  cars  will  be  one 
hundred  and  six  feet  long  and  seventy-five 
feet  wide,  &ud  the  room  llirqugh  which 
they  will  pass  in  going  from  the  cars  will 
be  forty  feet  wide  and  one  hundred  feet 
long.  The  new  train  shed  which  will  be 
put  up  in  connection  with  the  depot  will 
be  constructed  of  iron  him)  glass,  will  coir 
tain  eight  tracks  and  will  be  one  hundred 
and  flfty-fouT  feet  wide  and  four  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  long 


Ammoniated  Bread. 

Amraoniated  baking  powders— that  is, 
baking  powders  in  which  carbonate  of 
ammonia  is  used  as  an  ingredient,  and 
which  exhale  an  odor  of  ammonia  when 
heated — are  classed  by  many  eminent 
physicians  and  sanitarians  as  superior  to 
all  others.  Professor  Hassell,  of  London, 
wh^  is  recognized  as  highest  authority  on 
the  subject  of  food  hygiene  commends  in 
the  strongest  terms  the  use  of  carbonate 
of  ammonia  as  a  leavening  agent,  stating 
its  great  advantage  to  be  in  its  perfect 
volatility,  which  permits  it  to  he,  by  the 
heat  of  baking,  entirely  thrown  into  leav¬ 
ening  gas  whereby  the  bread  is  raised. 
The  experiment  with  heat  wbuld  seem  to 
indleate  the  superior,  not  the  inferior, 
value  of  such  baking  powder.  The  littl 
heat  that  is  imparted  to  it  when  held  over 
gas  jet.  lamp,  or  stove,  Bufliaes  to  resolve 
the  carbonate  of  ammonia  into  leavening 
gas  and  throw  it  off.  The  first  heat  of 
baking,  therefore,  will  effectually  develop 
all  the  gas,  thoroughly  leaven  the  loaf 
and  dissipate  the  gas  producing  ingredi¬ 
ents  of  a  powder bf  this  kind  ;  ami  this  is 
the  highest  test  of  a  perfect  baking  pow¬ 
der.  Where  other  alknlines  alone  are 
used  they  are  not  infrequently  retained, 
unresolved,  through  the  whole  process  of 
of  baking,  and  remain  an  unwholesome 
ingredient  in  the  finished  bread.  The 
carbonate  of  ammonia  cannot  1»^  tise.l  as 
a  substitute  for  cream  of  tartar.  ^  A’.  1'
